Your interest in 
this! particular subject is:

child's growth and 
development. This article 
Will discuss ghildren and 
television and suggest some 
ways to think about how 
télevision can! be used in 
your home. s 
In thé past; people won- 
dered whether children 
should watch television at 
all, Today, we rpalize that 
tlevision is heré to stay and 
can be both a powerful 
educational teol and a source 
fof ‘entertainment.’ The 
(question for us today is, how 
‘hach ‘television and what. - 
kinds of programs should 
preschoolers watch. 
‘When. deciding on. the 
amount of television your 
child will view, kee mind 
tHiat no hard ard fast rules 
apply. Children in. different 
families: watch different 
amounts of television and 
you must determine the best

amount for each of your own 
children, Begin by asking 
yourself what the child does 
when he is not watching 
television. The child who 
does nothing but watch 
television needs some help in 
learning to play and use his

The child who actively 
plays with other children his 
age and who occupies 
himself with imaginative 
activities when alone will 
probably be able to watch 
one and one-half to two hours 
of television each day with 
no ‘harm 

Another point to keep in 
mind is that you may want to 
vary the viewing time 
depending on the . weather 
For example, during the 
summer, children may 
prefer to play outside and not 
watch | their favorite 
programs.

‘Another key in picking 
programs is to choose thos¢ 
that are at the level of your 
preschdoler, Ask yourself, 
“Will What he sees have any 
real meaning for him?”

Mayor attacks press 
and Home Rule critics

Madison Mayor! Mike 
“Sasyk, in an attempt to 
defend the proposed Home 
Rule issue, accused ‘‘Letters 
to the Editor’: in the Press; 
Recorfi and an article ap- 
pearing in the St. Louis Post 
Dispatch as having incorrect 
information and misleading 
figures as to various costs of 
projects, taxes and Home 
Rule powers. 

. He pointed out in regard to 
the 1980 tax bill, that the rate 
for the city’s. services was 
$2.046 per $100 assessed 
Valuation, ard that the 1981 
city rate (coljected in the 
Summer of-1982) is estimated 
at only $1.24 per $100 
assessed valuation. 

City Comptroller '/ Al 
Hudzik ‘distributed a com: 
parison figures on real estate 
taxes paid to the city for the 
1980 tax year (currently 
being collected), and the 
estimated real estate taxes 
for 1981. 

.Three examples were 
given. One was for a 
property owner who is now 
paying a total tax bill of $490 
and the city’s portion is 
$124.06. The real estate bill 

' for collection next surnmer 
for the same property is 
estimated at $352, with the 
city portion dropping to 
$75.37. 

A. .citzen. commented, 
“This is fine, Mike (Sasyk), 
but it does not take into 
consideration monies from 
‘the utility tax, which makes 
our taxes higher. How much 
is the city going to take in 
from ‘the utility tax?" 

Mayor Sasyk said, “Until 
we know where we are, we 
don’t want’ to shoot in the 
dark.”’

Senate Bill 666 requires 
that persons convicted of any 
offense under the Auto Theft 
Laws: ‘and. Abandoned

Kimball said, ‘‘third in 
stature after Joseph Smith 
and Brigham Young, a most 
dedicated though reluctant 
polygamist, and. the least 
inhibited preacher.” 

According to the author, 
for too long, Heber Kimball 
has been known, if known at 
all, as Joseph Smith’s 
missionary, Brigham 
Young’s alter ego, or sire of 
the largest family in the 
Mormon Church, if not the 
western world. “But he was 
much more, as this work will 
show by presenting for the 
first time a full, affectignate, 
and candid portrait this 

leading Mormon 
apostle, and an inside view of 
his. faith,” Professor Kim- 
ball said. 

“‘No other Mormon leader 
has exceeded his total 
devotion to Mormonism. For 
more than 36 years, in 10 
states and England, Kimball 
faithfully served his God and 
his -people, and strove to 
build both the spiritual and 
material Kingdom of God,” 
the author said. 

Form his acceptance of the 
new faith in 1832 until his 
death in 1868, Kimball was in 
the forefront of the ex- 
citement, drama, and tur- 
bulence of Mormon history. 
His life exemplified most of 
the strengths of Mormonism 
and some of its weaknesses, 
Professor Kimball said. 

Heber Kimball’s personal 
conviction manifested the 
essence of Mormonism to 
this day—that the’ heavens, 
allegedly sealed since 
biblical days, had been 
reopened, that the Church of 
Christ, which had changed 
over the centuries, had been 
restored (not just reformed) 
in 1830 by Joseph Smith, 
God's latter-day prophet, 
and that it was his (Heber’s) 
duty to take this message to 
mankind whatever the cost. 

The book details how 
Kimball lived fully, 
dramatically, and well- 
making his own way in the 
world; going ‘abroad; 
fulfilling eight missions, 
fleeing persecution; crossing 
the plains; hunting buffalo; 
dealing with Indians; 
amassing wives, children, 
lands, cattle, and property; 
building the Kingdom; 
holding political office, 
damning :-his enemies; 
alternately praising and 
castigating his people; and 
suffering domestically and 
physically. 

His latest years were 
saddened by what he took to 
be! opposition from his 
closest friends, but he died 
confident that he had done 
his duty, Professor Kimball 
said.

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New computer system increases 


A new. computer system 
with greatly increased 
capacity and performance 
Over the old system has been 
installed in the Data 
Processing’ and Computing 
Center at Southern Illinois. 
University at Edwardsville. 

Leon Daniel, director of 
the Center, said that without 
an increase.in budget, the 
new system ‘provides the 
capacity to support on-line 
administrative systems, 
including: an on-line ad- 
missions, student ‘records 
and:registration system. 

In‘addition,-the increased 
capacity will provide better 
support ; for academic 
computing for research and 


‘~ instruction, Daniel said. 


The new equipment is 
described as an IBM 4341-L1 
computer system, replacing 
an IBM 370-145 computer 
system. The new processor 
contains four megabytes of 
Memory compared to the 
single megabyte of memory 
on the old system. The 434i- 
L1 is capable of processing 
.88 million instructions | per. 
second (MIPS), while the 
870-145 is limited to .36 MIPS. 

Daniel explained further, 
that using. the Software 
Engineering Iristitute’s 
standard for measuring 
computer processor’ per- 
formance, the 4341-Li has a 
relative performance rating 
of 37 compared to 16 for the 
370-145. 

Daniel also explained*that 
the new system is capable of 
expansion to a 4341 Model 
Group 2 processor which has 
an MPS rating of 1.6 and a 
relative performance of 66.7. 
Memory can be expanded to 
eight megabytes on the 4341 
Group 2 processor. He: said 
this is sufficient expansion 
capability to allow Data 
Processing to project a 
useful life of five to seven 


years for the new system. 
“The 4341 system provides 
additional benefits in that it 


* requires one-third ‘the floor 


space and one-quarter the 
power ‘and air conditioning 
requirements of the 370-145,” 
Daniel said. ‘This provides 
relief in the Data Processing 
computer room in both these 
areas.”” 

Daniel continued: “A new 
disk system is planned for 
installation in ‘the cothing 
months. In addition to 
providing increased 
capacity, the hew disk 
system is designed to match 
the increased speed af the 
processing unit. This 
upgrade |'will provide for 


'_-~ performance, capacity at SIUE .— 


better. performance of on- 
line administrative and 
academic software. 

“The impact of the change 
in the computing system is 
increased capacity and 
performance for the same 
budget dollars that, were 
being spent on the 370-145 
system. This reflects the 
improved .price-perform- 
ance ratio of IMB’s 4300 
series over the IBM 370 
series of computing 
equipment and improved 
reliability of the -new 
technology which results in 
lower . maintenance and 
energy costs,” Daniel con- 
“cluded.

A $131,959,483 joint venture bid by S. 
J. Groves, Guy F. Atkinson and Ball 
Construction Co., Redmond, Wash., is 
the apparent low bid on the first 6% 
gate bays. The contract for this three- 
year construction phase. may be 
awarded in mid-October. 

Overall cost of a dam and one lock 
has been estimated at $800 million.

In his announcement, Sen, Percy 
commented, ‘I am pleased that the 
river commission -has studied the 
second lock issue so cafefully. An ef- 
ficient inland waterway system is an 
absolute essential to Lllinais, the 
leading agricultural exporting state in 
the nation., 

“Having one‘lock at one of the most 
critical locations ,on the Mississippi 
would greatly jeopardize the movement 
of all products. A second lock would 
protect the system from a shutdown 
due to accident or maintenance 
problems.” 

The UMRBC is nearing completion of 
a two-year master plan which, among 
other topics, studied the need for 4 
second lock at L&D 26. 

The study was mandated by the 1978 
4 federal law which authorized con} 

struction of the first Alton replacement 

lock, a 1,200-foot structure. 

The commission, although initially 
reluctant, has agreed on the need for a 
600-foot auxilidry lock: 

Sen. Percy added, ‘Integrating the 
second Jock into the schedule for 
building the first lock can achieve 
considerable cost savings. 

“A second 1,200-foot Alton lock would 
cost an estimated $274 million, and the 
600-foot lock being recommended would 
cost $194 million. 

“Proceeding with construction of a 
second lock of either size, but after the 
first-lock is completed in 1969, would 
have.cost $30 million more than if the 
construction is meshed with the current 
project, 

“T intend to seek bi-partisan and bi- 
state | cooperation in. securing 
authorization for the second lock. I say 
this with the full realization that the 
issue of cost recovery’ on inland 
waterway projects is currently being 
studied and ultimately will have to be 
addressed.” 

‘While Sen. Percy is pushing for a 600- 
foot lock as the most likely to gain 
approval and funding, the Army Corps 
of Engineers favors a second 1,200-foot 
“facility. a 

Congressmen Melvin Price and Paul 
Findley were receptive to offering 
legislation for a 1,200-foot second lock. 
When the UMRBC approved a draft 

‘proposal calling” for a 600-foot lock, 
Price and Findley deleted any 
references to. size from. their 
legislation, although Findley said he 
has not changed his mind about the 

+ desirability of a second 1,200-foot lock.

We usually are not in sympathy with 
government officials’ tendency to “study 
to death” controversial legislative issues 
through the formation of special ex- 
ploratory commissions and “‘blue ribbon”’ 
panels and task forces. But an appropriate 
exception may be the current topic of 
“enterprise zones.’” A 

Among other comments he made in 
vetoing enterprise zone legislation, Senate 
Bill 819, Governor Thompson said he 'in- 
tends to appoint 'a commission to “begin 
immediate study of the entire concept, 
hold public hearings, and work, closely 
with the bill’s sponsors and the ad- 
ministration in Washington, D. C., to 
resolve the outstanding problems—and to 
recommend legislation that will permit the 
incentives that the concept promises, 
without the disincentives this particular 
draft contains.” 

As he noted, this is a mattér of federal as 
well.as state interest. Thompson said that 
“President Reagan is ready to propose a 
federal bill during October. I believe that, 
to anticipate his proposal with a flawed bill 
in Mlinois, would do disservice both to ‘the 
national administration and to the people 
of Illinois." 


‘The basic idea of an enterprise zone is to’ 


encourage revitalization of central city 
districts and other areas, -when such 
neighborhoods have become a burden to 
their community’ and fail to generate 
needed jobs, economic activity and tax 
revenue. 

Because the ‘priming the pump" 
eoncept ‘calls for alleviation of certain

zones by the Department of Commerce and 
Community Affair, care must be taken lest

‘The bill just vetoed defined zones ‘‘in 
such a vague way ‘as .to be meaningless,” 
Thompson found, ‘er did the measure 
mention limitations én the number or size 
of zones or state how long they would be in 
effect. : 

“A proliferation of zones would dilut 
the incentives,"’’ the governor reasons. 
“Secondly, the program should be geared 
toward the direct creation and expansion 
of industry and’ jobs for Illinois citizens. 

“Bill 819; has’ no provision , to ‘help 
business in the zone hire and train 
residents of. the zone, nor are the tax in- 
centives “tied to new job creation} or 
business start-up capital. 

“Tt would block business firms’ access to 
capital and their access to help with site 
acquisition, because it would prohibit any 
government, subsidy, grant, guarantee or 
other assistance to any business located in 
an enterprise zone. } 

“It would adversely affect small firms, 
since it restricts access to both con- 
ventional- and) government capital 
markets: For. larger companies, its 
prohibitions would impede land assembly, 
site “clearance, | construction, and in- 
frastructure improvements.” 

So it will/be back to the drawing board 
for Illinois planners, who can take any new 
federal activity in this field into account 
when. they, write new guidelines for state 
enterprise zone legislation 

It will be 1982 at the earliest before anew 
Illinois law can|be considered. But the 
commission and legislators should move 
with some degree of urgency this fall and 
winter, because |their task will be com- 
plex—and because the enterprise -ap- 
proach could be highly useful in reversing 
the present recessionary downturn.

Lawsuit promise reverses Smith 


To the Editor: 

Iwas a guest at the Sept. 21 
meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce sewer and 
drainage committee. 

When I read the report on 
that meeting, I wondered if 
the meeting I had attended 
was the same one the article 
was written about. The slant, 
or thrust, of the article was 
totally at) variance.

I concluded that report 
with a reference to the June 
24 Special Sewer Committee 
meeting|in which Smith had 
fielded questions following 
Lou Whitsell’s resignation 
and departure as cgmmittee 
chairman. 

Smith explained the in- 
crease in the monthly sewer

latest crime _ statistics 
published by the FBI reveals 
that those major 
metropolitan areas with 
strict ‘gun laws lead the 
nation in. their rates of 
violent crime, 


Among cities | whose 


populations exceed 500,000, 


Boston was listed as 
America’s most violent town 
last year. The 1980 statistics 
are contained in the FBI’s 
uniform. crime _ reports 
released: on Sept. 10, 1981. 

Boston is followed by New 
York City, Baltimore, 
Washington, D.C., and 
. Cleveland, all of which have 
extremely rigid gun laws. 

Massachusetts, in 1975, 
adopted the Bartley-Fox Act,- 
establishing a mandatory 
jail term for the unlicensed 
carrying of a firearm. In 
i974, the year before Bar- 
tley-Fox took effect, Boston 
ranked fifth in overall 
violent crime. It now ranks 
first. 

New York, which passed 
Bartley-Fox type legislation 
in 1980, has become 
America’s second most 
violent city since the law 
passed, jumping from fourth 
place in 1979. 

New York City also leads 
the nation in armed rob- 


beries with 1,429.2 per 100,000 “ 


population, mor 
thousand last year. 

Baltimore, with stringent 
gun _licénsing and 
registration requirements, 
saw a 19 percent/increase in 
its rate of robbery last year 
over 1980. 

And Washington, where 
private ownership of han- 
dguns was banned in 1977, 
moved from eighth place, in 
overall violent crime before 
the handgun ban to fourth 
place in 1980. 

Since the District of 
Columbia enacted its han- 
dgun ban, its murder rate 
has risen'17 percent, ac-. 
cording to the FBI’s data. In: 
nearby Virginia, where there 
are relatively few restric: 
tions on gun ownership other 
.than’ those imposed by 
federal law, the murder rate 
dropped nine percent. 

The statistics show that, 
overall, the United States’ 
murder rate has fluctuated 
‘in recent years. It fell from 
9.8 per 100,000 in 1974 to 8.8 in 
1976 and 1977. Then it in- 
creased to 9.7 in 1079 and 
rose again to 10.2 in 1980. 

Firearm involvement in 
murder, however, has 
declined during those years; 
down frorh 67.9 percent in - 
1974 to 62.4 percent for 1980,

Governor signs bill to hike 
inheritance tax exemptions 


Govenor James R. 
‘Thompson has announced he 
. has approved legislation that 
increases the ‘exemption 
- from the Illinois inheritance 
tax by $20,000, raising it to 
$60,000. 

“Two often in today’s 
price-inflated world: spouses 
,and_ relatives have no other 
choice but to sell cherished 
family belongings to be able 
}to pay inheritance taxes,’’ 
Thompsor said. ‘‘No one 
should be faced with that 
kind of alternative during a 
period as difficult as the loss 
of a loved one.” 

House Bill 725 increases 
the exemption for a’ sur- 
viving spouse by hiking the 
basic exemption from $40,000 
to $60,000. 

The measure also permits 
institutions to transfer the 
decedent's assets orth 
$15,000 or less, without 
withholding any inheritance 
taxes that may be due. The, 
Hlinois Attorney Gereral’s 
office must be-notified|of the 
transfer by the. instjtution 
rather than the surviving 
Spouse. 

The, bill also contains 
technical changes which 
Femove outdated reporting 
and record-keeping 
procedures

Three-year-old . Dawn 
Tidell froliced’ around the 
strange new. world | of 
Southern IHinois University 
at Edwardsville fearlessly, 
feeling, as most three-year- 
olds would, that no harm 
could come to her when her 
mother was only a few feet 
away. What Dawn’ probably 
hasn’t realized yet is that she 
is safer than most 3-year- 
olds will ever be, Her 
mother, Bev Tidwell, holds a 
black belt in karate. 

Dawn's father, Mick 
‘Tidwell, also holds a black 
belt and has been the 
American Independent 
Karate Federation (AIKF) 
regional champion for the 
past four years. Both he and 
his wife are karate in- 
structors at SIVE and at 
three local YMCAs. 

The Tidwells teach the 
Shotokan form of karate, 
handed down from Gichin 
Funakos! Shotokan is a 
scientific karate which 
teaches use of the whole 
body and body dynamics. 

Mick, 31, has studied 
karate for more than 13 
years, while Bev took up the 
sport just five years ago 
when she found hrself home 
alone nights with two small 
children. 4 

‘(My husband worked 
evenings, and I thought it 
was my duty ‘to protect my 
children and my home. We 
didn’t’ keep weapons in the 
house because of the 
children, so I thought karate 
would be the best defense,” 


‘said the 5’4’’, 130-Ib. mother. 


Mrs: Tidwell, now 29, has 
long been instilled with the 
responsibility of defending 
her home. 

“When I was gowing up, 
the 
country. My father had’ my 
sister and ge out on the rifle 
range when we were six 
years old. He was a great 
believer of. defending the 


“home, and I, too, believe you 


should always, be able to 
defend what is yours,’’ she 
said. 

In their teachings, the 
Tidwells continually stress 
that the main purpose of 
karate is self-defense. 

“Karate people are not 
aggressive people,’’ Mrs. 
Tidwell said. “They don’t 
start fights, and they don’t 
want to hurt anybody. A 
black belt doesn’t run away 
in fear, he runs away with 
pride. That is self-defense.” 

While karate’s purpose is 
not to cause injury, through 
its teachings, the body can 
become a very powerful 
weapon. According to Mrs. 
Pidwell, a black belt can 
deliver a blow of 1,500 
pounds per square inch, The 
average person can 
withstand a blow of about 800 
pounds per square inch 
anywhere on the body except 


.the knee, which cah take a 


force of only abdut 38 
pounds. yi 
- Such strength comes from 
the ‘connection of the whole 
body.” The Tidwells teach 
perfection of timing through 
proper positioning of the 
body, focus and conditioning. 
irs. Tidwell said that with 
hotokan karate, a woman 
can be just as_ powerful, 
pound for pound, as a man. 

“It is a sport where women 
are treated as equals. 
Shotokan is a _ great 
equalizer,” she said. 

Young and old are’ also 
treated as equals. The 
Tidwells’ students range in 
age from 7 to 45, with a few 
50-year-olds. “However,” 
she said, “if they’re 80-and 
can still move, we'll take 
them.” 

Mrs. Tidwell tries to work 
with people on their level. 
“The more time they can put 
in the better, of course, but if 
they only have one hour a 
week and want to know self 
defense, I’ll work with 
them.”

New system to identify _ 
persons needing Medicaid. 


Governor James R. 
Thompson says the 
Department of Public Aid 
now has a greater capability 
to identify those jing the 
Medicaid program through 
the startup of the Medicaid 
Management Information 
System (MMIS). 

“This new program will 

help us zero in on those who 
should not be in this 
‘program,’’, the governor 
said. ‘By doing so, we will be 
better able to serve those 
truly in need of our help and 
also the taxpayers of this 
state, who should not be 
paying for those who really 
don’t need public aid.” 
- MMIS, which became 
operational Sept. 21, is a 
sophisticated computer 
system that provides ac- 
curate accounting of all 
medical claims submitted to 
the Department and supplies. 
information to monitor the 
use“ of the $1.6 billion 
Medicaid program. 

The Surveillance and 
Utilization Review sub- 
system (SURS) of MMIS is 
designed to detect and 
correct overuse of medical 
care .by recipients, and 
identify unusual patterns in 
the provision of care by 
medical providers, 

“Correct use of the 
Medicaid program by our 
clients and participating 
medical providers will en- 
sure that the state is paying. 
for proper medical care to 
eligible clients only. I look 
upon the SURS subsystem as 
the most beneficial MMIS 
component,’’ Public Aid 
Director Jeffrey Miller said. 

Miller has asked the 
federal government for 
certification of MMIS. Once 
the system has operated for 
six months, the Department 
of Health and Human Ser- 
vices will conduct an on-site 
review. Following cer- 
tification, the federal 
government will reimburse 
Illinois for 75 percent of the 
system’s administrative 
costs. Once . certified, 
Illinois’ system ‘ should 
qualify for this increased 
funding retroactive to Oct. 1, 


1981. The state is currently 
reimbursed for 50 percent of 
those expenses.

3.80,.010 — Definitions, 
“Sale at retail’ means any 

transfer of the ownership of 
‘or title to tangible personal 
property to a purchaser, for 
the purpose of use or con- 
sumption, and not for the 
purpose of resale in any form 
as tangible personal 
Property to the extent not 
first subjected to a use for 
which it was purchased, for a 
valuable consideration; 
Provided that the property 
pruchased is deemed to be 
purchased for the purpose of 
resale, despite first being 
used, to the extent to which it 
is resold as an ingredient of 
an intentionally produced 
product or byproduct of 
manufacturing. For this 
purpose, slag produced as an 
incident to manufacturing. 
For this purpose, slag 
produced as an incident to 
Manufacturing pig iron or 
steel and sold is considered 
to’ be an_ intentionally 
produced’ byproduct *\of 
manufacturing. Transact- 
jons whereby the possession 
of the property is transferred 
_but the seller retains title as 
‘security for payment of the 
selling price shall be deemed 
to be sales. 

“Sale at retail’ shall be 
construed to include any 
transfer of the ownership of 
r title to tangible personal 
property to a purchaser, for 
use or consumption by any 
other person to whom such 
purchaser may transfer the 
tangible personal property 
without a valuable con- 
sideration, and to include 
any transfer, whether made 
for or without a valuable 
consideration, for resale in 

“any ‘form as tangible per- 

sonal property unless made 

} in compliance with Section 
of this Chapter 

Sales of tangible pesonal 
property, which property, to 
the'extent not first subjected 
to a use for which it was 
purchased, as an ingredient 
or constituent, goes into and 
forms a part of tangible 
personal property sub- 
sequently the subject of a 
“Sale at retail,” -are not 
sales at retail as defined in 
this chapter: Provided that 
the property purchased is 
deemed to be purchased for 
the purpose of resale, despite 
first being used, to the extent 
to'which it is resold. as. an 
ingredient of an intentionally 
produced © product 
byproduct of manufacturing. 

Sale at retail’ siall be 
\construed to include any 
Illindis florist’s sales 
transaction in, which the 
purchase order is received’ in 
Illinois by “a florist and the 
sale. is for, use or con- 
sumption, but ‘the Illinois 
florist has a florist in another 
state deliver the property to 
the purchaser or the pur- 
chaser’s donee in such other 
state. 

The purchase, em- 
ployment and transfer of 
such tangible personal 
property as newsprint and 
ink for the primary purpose 
of conveying news ¢with or 
without other information) is 
nota purchase, use or sale of 
tangible personal property. 

A person whose activities 
are organized and conducted 
primarily as a not-for-profit 
service enterprise, and who 
engages” in selling tangible 
personal property :at retail 
(whether to the public or 
merely to members and 
their guests) is engaged. in 
thé business of selling 
tangible personal property 
at retail with respect to such 
transactions, excepting only 
@ person organized and 
operated exclusively for 
charitable, religious or 
educational purposes either 
(2), to the extent of sales by 
such person to its members, 
students, patients or inmates 
of tangible personal property 
to be used primarily for the 

poses of such person, or 
(2), to the extent of sales by 
such person of’ tangible 
personal property which is 
not sold or offered for sale by 

wsons organized for profit 
'The selling of school books 
and school supplies by 
schools at retail to students 
js not ‘“‘primarily for the 
purposes of’! the school 
which does such selling. The 

évisions of this paragraph 
‘phall not apply to nor subject 


or. 


to taxation occasional din- 
ners, socials or similar 
activities of a person 
organized and operated 
exclusively for charitable, 
religiods: or educational 
purposes, whether or. not 
such activities are open to 
the public. 

A person who is the 
recipient of: a grant or 
contract under Title VII of 
the Older Americans Act of 
1965 (P.L. 92-258) and serves 
meals to participants in the 
federal -Nutrition Prograrh 
for the Elderly in return for 
contributions established in 
amount by’ the, individual 
participant pursuant to,a 
schedule of suggested fees as 
provided for in the federal 
Act is not engaged in th 
business of selling tangible 
personal property at retail 
with respect to such tran- 
sactions. 

“‘Purchaser’’ means 
anyone who, through a sale 
at retail, acquires the 
ownership of or title to 
tangible perspnal property 
for a valuable consideration. 

“Selling price’ or the 
“amount of sale’’ means the 
consideration for a sale 
valued: in money whether 
received: in| money or 
otherwise, . including | cash, 
credits, property, other than 
as hereinafter provided, and 
-services, but not .including 
the value of or credit given 
for traded-in tangible per- 
sonal property where the 
item that is traded-in is of 
like kind and character as 
that which is being sold, and 
shall be determined without 
any deduction on account of: 
the cost of the property sold, 
the ‘cost of materials used, 
labor or.service cost or any 
other expense whatsoever, 
but does not include charges 
that-are added to prices by 
sellers on- account of the 
seller’s tax liability under 
this chapter, or on account of 
the ‘seller’s duty to collect 
from the purchaser any and 
all other State, County or 
Municipal use.’ and oc- 
cupation taxes. 

The phrase “like kind and 
character” shall be liberally 
construed (including but not 
limited to any form of motor 
vehicle for any form of 
motor vehicle, or any kind of 
farm or agricultural im- 
plement for any other kind of 
farm or agricultural im- 
plement), while not in- 
cluding a_ kind of ‘items 
which, if sold at retail by that 
retailer, would be exempt 
from ‘retailers’. occupation 
tax and use tax an isolated 
or occasional sale 

“Gross receipts” from the 
sales of tangible personal 
property at‘retail means the 
total selling price or the 
amount of such sales, as 
hereinbefore defined. In ‘the 
case of charge and time 
sales,’ the amount thereof 
shall be included only as and 
when payments are received 
by the selier. 

“Department’”’ means the 
Department of Revenue 
within the City ‘Treasurer's 
office. 

“Person” means any 
natural individual, firm, 
partnership, association, 
joint stock company, joint 
adventure, public or private 
corporation, or a receiver, 
exequtor, trustee, con- 
servator or other 
representative appointed by 
order of any court. 

The isolated or occasional 
sale of - tangible personal 
property at retail by a 
person who does not hold 


+ himself out as being engaged 


(or does not habitually 
engage) in selling such 
tangible personal property 
at retail or a sale through a 
bulk vending machine does 
not constitute engaging in a 
business of’ selling such 
tangible personal property 
at retail within the meaning 
of this chapter: provided 
that’ any person: who is 
engaged in a business which 
is not subject to the tax 
imposed by this chapter 
because of involving the sale 
of or a contract to sell real 
estate or a consfruction 
contract to improve real 
estate, but who, in the course 
of conducting such business, 
transfers tangible personal 
property to users or con- 
sumers in the finished form 
in which it was purchased, 
and which does not become 
real estate, under any 
provision of a construction 
contract’or real estate sale. 
or real’ estate sales 
agreement entered into with 
some otHer person arising 
out of or because of such: 
nontaxable business, is” 
engaged in. the business of 
selling tangible ‘personal 
property at retail to the 
extent of the value of the 
tangible personal - property 
so transferred. If; in such a 
transaction, -a separate 
charge is made for the 
tangible personal property 
so tansferred, the value of 
such property, for’ the 
purpose of this Chépter, 


shall’ be the amount so 
separately charged, but ‘not 
less than ‘the cost of such 
property to the transferor; if 
no separate charge is made, 
the valué of such property, 
for the purposes of this 
Chapter, is the cost to the 
transferor. of such tangible 
personal property. 

A person who holds 
himself put as being engaged 
(or who habitually engages) 
in selling! tangible personal! 
property at rétail is a person 
engaged in the business of 
selling ‘tangible personal 
property at retail hereunder 
with respect to such sales 
{and not. primarily ‘in a 
service occupation) not- 
withstanding the fact , that 
such person designs and 
produces such tangible 
personal property on special 
order for the purschaser ahd 
,in such a way as to render 
the property of value only to 
such’ purchaser, if such 
tangible pérsonal property 
so produced on special order 
serves substantially the 
same. function as stock or 
standard items of tangible 
personal property that are 
sold at. retail. 

Person who engage in the 
bysiness | of _transferring 
tangible personal property 
upon the redemption of 
trading stamps are engaged 
in the business ‘of selling 
such property :at retail and 
shall bé liable ‘for and shall 
pay the tax imposed by this 
Chaptet on’ the basis of the 
retail value of the property 
transferred upon redemption 
of such stamps. 

“Bulk Vending machine” 
means a_nonelectrically 
operated vending machine, 
containing unsorted con- 
fections, nuts or other 
merchandise which, when a 
coin of a denomination not 
larger ‘than one cent is in- 
sertedj are dispensed in 
equal portions, at random 
and without selection by the 
customer. 

‘*Pollution control. 
facilities’? means any 
system, method,  con- 
struction, device |or ap- 
pliance appurtenant! thereto 
sold or used or intended for 
the primary purpose of 
eliminating, preventing, or 
reducing air and water 
pollution as the term “air 
pollution’ or ‘water 
pollution'’ is defined in the 
“Environmental Protection 

enacted by the 76th 
General Assembly, or for the 
primary purpose of treating, 
pretreating, modifying or 
disposing of any potential 
solid, liquid or gaseous 
pollutant which if released 
without such treatment, 
pretreatment, modification 
or disposal. might be harm- 
ful, detrimental or offensive 
to human, ‘plant or animal 
life, or to property. 

The ‘purchase, em- 
ployment and. transfer of 
such tangible personal 
property a pollution contol 
facilities is not a purchase, 
use‘or sale of tangible per- 
sonal property. 

3.80.020 — Sale of Used 
Motor Vehicles. 

A person who is engaged in 
the business of leasing or 
renting motor vehicles to 
others and who, in con- 
nection with such business 
sells any used motor: vehicle 
toa purchaser for his use 
and not for the purpose of> 
resale, is a retailer engaged 
in the business of selling 
tangible personal property 
at refail under this Chapter 
to the ‘extent of the value of 
‘the vehicle sold. For the 
purpose bf this ‘Section, 
‘Motor vehicle’ has the 
meaning prescribed in 
Section 1-157: of The Illinois 
Vehicle Code, as now or 
hereafter amended.

personal property at retail in 
this City. The Certificate of 
Registration shall be con- 
spicuously displayed at the 
place of business which the 
person so registered states in 
his application to be the 


‘principal place of business 


from which he engages in the 
business of selling tangible 
personal property at retail in 
this City. 

If the person so registered 
states that he operates other 
places of business. from 
which he engages in the 
business of. selling ‘tangible 
personal property at retail in 
this City, the Department 
shall furnish him with a sub- 
certificate of registration for 
each such place of business, 
the applicant shall display 
the appropriate ‘sub- 
@ertificate of registration at 
each such place of business. 
All sub-certificates of 
registration shall bear the 
same registration number as 
that appearing upon the 
certificate of registration to 
which such sub-certificates 
relate. 

If the applicant will sell 
tangible personal property 
at retail through vending 
machines, the Department 
shall furnish him with.a sub-, 
certificate of registration for} 
each such vending machine;, 
and the applicant shall 
display the appropriate sub-: 
certificate of registration-on 
each stich vending machine 
by attaching the sub- 
certificate of registration to 
a conspicuous part of such 
vending machine. 

Where, the same person 
engages’ in 2 or more 
businesses of selling tangible’ 
personal property at retail jn’ 
this City which businesses 
are substantially different in 
character or engaged’ in 
under different trade names 
or engaged in under other 
substantially dissimilar 
circumstances (so that it is 


- more practicable, from an 


accounting, auditing - or 
bookkeeping standpoint, for 
such businesses to be 
separately registered) the 
Department may require or 
permit such person to apply 
for and obtain a separate 
certificate of registration for 
each such business or for any 
of such businesses, under a 
single certificate of 
registration supplemented 
by related sub-certificates of 
registration. 

No certificate of 
registration shall be issued 
to any persoh wha. is in 
default to the City for 
moneys due under this 
Chapter or under any other 
State tax law or municipal or 
county tax ordinance or 
resglution under which the 
certificate of registration 
that is issued to the applicant 
under this Chapter will 
permit the applicant to 
engage in business without 
registering Separately under 
such other law, ordinance or 
resolution. . 

Any person aggrieved by 
any decision of the Depart- 
ment under this Chapter 
may, within 20 days after’ 
notice of such detision, 
protest and request a 
hearing, whereupon the 
Department shall give notice 
to such person of the time 
and place fixed for such 
hearing and shall hold a 


hearing in conformity with- 


the provisions of this 
Chapter and then issue its 
final administrative decision 
in the matter to such person. 
In the absence of such a 
protest within 20 days, the 
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Department’s decision shall 
become final without any 
further determination being 
made or notice given., 
3.80.050 - Revocation of 
Certificates - Injunttion. 
The Department may, 
after notice and a hearing as 
provided herein, revoke the 


-certificate of registration of 


any person who, violates any 
of the provisions, of this 
Chapter. Before revocation 
of a certificate of 
registration the Department 
shall, at least 7 days prior to 
the date of the hearing, give 
the person’so accused notice 
in writing of the charges 
against him, and on the date 
designated shall conduct a 
hearing on this matter. Any 
hearing held under this 
Section shall be conducted 
by the Treasurer or by any 
officer,or employee of the 
Department designated, in 
writing, by the Treasurer.

to the revocation of cer- 
tificates of registration. 
Upon refusal or’ neglect to 
obey the order of the court or 
judge, said court or judge 
may compel obedience- 
thereof by; proceedings for 
contempt. 

The Department may, by 
appliation to any circuit, 
court or to any judge thereof, 
obtain. .an injunction 
restraining any person who 
engages in the business of 
selling tangible personal 
property at retail in this City 
without a certificate of. 
registrtion (either because 
his certificate of registration 
has been revoked or because 
of a failure to obtain a cer- 
tificate of registration in the 
first instance) from 
engaging in such business 
until such person, as if he 
were a new applicant for a 
certificate of registration, 
shall comply with all of the 
conditions, regtrictions. and 
requirements* of Section 
3.80,040 of this Chapter and 
qualify for and obtain a 
certificate of registration. 
Upon refusal or neglect to 
obey the order of the court or 
judge, said court or judge 
may compel ‘obedience 
thereof -by proceedings for. 
contempt. : 

3.80.060 - Resale Numbers. 

The exemptions, granted 
purchasers holding resale 
numbers procured pursuant 
to Chapter 120, Section 441c, 
Ill. Rev. Stats. (1979), shall 
be allowed under the 
provisions of this Chapter. 
The, Department | may 
demand purchasers to 
furnish and display) said 
resale number. 

3.800.070. Returns; 
Payment of Tax; Disposition 
of Proceeds. 

Except as provided|in this 
Section, on or before the last 
day of each calendar month, 
every person engaged in the 
business of selling tangible 
personal property at retail in 
this City during the 
preceding calendar month 
shall file a return with the 
Department on a form 
provided by the Department.

It is obvious to anyone 
visiting the Peoples Republic 
of China (Communist China) 
that thea Army is still in 
control) and obviously: still 
influenced by followers of 
the late Mao Tse Tung, 
according to Earl Lazerson, 
president of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 

Lazerson spoke last. week 
to the Granite City Optimist 
Club: about his visit to 
Communist -China last 
summer. < - 

Lazerson was one of 15 
university presid that 
went to China and visited 25 
universities and colleges 
there. 

‘The trip took three years to 
arrange and was under the 
diréction of the Chinese 
Minister of Education. The 
“purpose! of the trip ‘was to 
explore the possibility of 
student exchange programs 
at a college level between the 


. United States and China. 


He noted that English was 
a popular! language, which, 
like the Army, bothered the 
current government which 
was stressing the teaching of 
classical Chinese. 

Due to the number of 
people that spoke English 
Lazerson said there was no 
«communications problem. 

The tour was what one 


‘ would expect from a Com- 


munist government, in that 
the ‘visitors saw what the 
government wanted them to 

However, Lazerson said, 
he arose at about 5 a.m. and 
went out to talk directly to 
the people and had no 
problems with the Chinese 
authorities. 

‘There are approximately 10 
million university, college, 
and junior college students 
in this country compared to 
only one million in China. 

‘Travel by. trains was fine, 
but the trains were shabby 
and Russian imports of the 


early 1950s. 

Ait travel has a very safe 
record, although the planes 
were old, Russian-built and

If a train or plane was 
simply swept out, the 
Chinese considered it clean 
and he noted that he did not 
believe they ever heard of

“Organized opposition on behalf of 
the auto dealers of Granite City’’ to the 
one percent sales tax adopted by the 
city council last week has been pledged 
by Bill Woodrome, president. of 
Woodrome ‘Oldsmobile, who predicted 
the hew. tax will be challenged in court, 
unless the city modifies it. 

“It's a killer in its present form to the 
automobile sales industry. Anyone 
‘selling a major ticket item, such as a 
car, has got to move out of the city,” 
Woodrome contended. 

“1 am not sure the proceedings (by 
the'council)' were proper and not sure 
that the tax is legal. I don’t want to do 
this. I want the city to’ have enough 
money, without killing the business in 
Granite, but I don’t think, they have 
given us a chance. There will be a two 
percent differential, if they buy the car 
in Missouri and this is a killer,” 
Woodréme commented. 

“I feel the city license department 
when people get their cily stickers, 
jcould collect that tax and it would be 
fair for all. That way, whether they buy 
* ‘the car out of town or in town, they pay 

‘the same’tax. The city also could limit 
the tax to, say, $5, which is one percent

+How to fit. the Madison County 
government into its building space and 
into its pocketbook?

Slimmer, more streamlined county 
agencies ard procedures are being 
‘sought.. Fewer one-person ‘and two- 
person departments are desired, with 
mergers perhaps enabling better use of 
telephones, office space, supervisory 
and secretarial personnel, and office 
equipment. 

Specific departmental consolidations 
are awaiting the completion of a 
detailed space analysis study. 

‘The latter study is taking stock of all 
room within the County Courthouse and 
the former bank building across the 
street from and north of the courthouse, 
plus other present and potential office 
space. 

A lawsuit by Circuit Clerk Willard V. 
Portell tells of cramped and hazardous 
conditions and asks for a remedy. State 
laws bag pe to require counties to 
provide &dequate room for courts and 
court-related services like those Portell 
provides. 

If the county is unable or unwilling to 
offer more and better space, Portell has 
indicated he might consider moving one 
or more divisions of the Third Circuit 
clerical program. 

One option he is considering is 
whether. to seek to rent an unused 
school wing in Granite City.
